INTHUNATrONAL AniUTItATION ASSOCrATrON 

has adoiUed resolutions expressing' its 
ileep sense of K;tlisfaction with the ad- 
dress on iiiteniational arbitration that 
the Lord Chief .lustico of JOnnhitKl, 
Uaron lliissell of Killowon, reeoiitly 
read in .Saratoiia, adiliiif; tliat the en- 
tiiusiaatie resjionse of the press on Iroth 
eldes of the Atlantic aflbrds striliin^ 
proof that tlie time has arrived to take 
practical steps to insure interaational 
peace in its time, and that the time is 
certainly ripe for the definite organiza- 
tion of a permanent tribunal of arbitra- 
tion. 

The deputy ot the late Rnssian minis- 
ter for foreign allairs, M. Chicliikine, 
who on tho death of Prince Lobanofl- 
Roatovsky was made actiiif,' minister for 
foreijjn aif.iirs, and is now with the 
Czar, will, it is said, [josaibly be his oer- 
nianent sturcesHOr. M. Chicliikine is an 
e.Kpeneiiced diplomat, and a former 
Knssian minister at Washiiij^ton. In 
other (juarters, however, it is said that 
the Cziir selected Count von Sehouva- 
lofl', the Governor-General of Ilnssian- 
Poland; who sulFered from a paralytic 
attack almost immediately afterwards. 

Advices from Spain indicate that there 
is considerable anxiety at the attitade 
which the Carlists have assumed. Tho 
deputies have withdrawn from tho 
chamber o.HleiisihIy as a pretext against 
tho adoption of the subsidies to the 
Siianisli railroads, but it is believed that 
something much more serioiiais looming 
u|) in tho liackground. Deputy Snnz 
slated that tho direction of the Carliata 
would soon |)aes into the hands of their 
military leaders, and he further boasted 
that tiie Carlists are now perfectly 
organized in almost every province, ami 
that they will take advantage of every 
favorable opportunity. 

Tho recent atrocities at Constantinople 
have been thoroughly and earnestly dis- 
cussed by all classeB during the week, 
and have aroused the wrath of Europe 
to such an extent that they will prob- 
ably compel action upon the part at 
least of some of the powers and force 
the Sultan to make a radical change in 
the administration of the empire. Al- 
ready there is evidence that the bugbear 
of a general iMiropean war is no longer 
sullicient to guarantee Turkey iiiiinu- 
nity for its nuEdeeds. Waraliiija of vari- 
ous nations are gtitliering in tlio Levant, 
led by a stiuadron consisting of a score 
of British shijis wliich are ready to re- 
spond to a sign from Sir Philip 
Currio, tho Britiali ambassador at Con- 
stantinople. The latter arrived at his 
post yesterday, armed, it is underatood, 
with definite instructions from the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury to compel obedience to 
certain demands upon the part of Great 
iiritain, eitlier in conjunction with the 
repiesentativ(!H of other powers or, failing 
them, to take iiclioii ;it once. That Great 
Britain means btiHiness is enii>liaBi/.ed 
by the fact tliat, prior to his departure, 
Sir Philip Currie received a conjmunicn- 
tion from the tjueen to deliver jisrHonal- 
ly to the Sullan. in this coninuuiicatioii, 
it is believed, Iler Majesty conveys to the 
Sultan kindly warning of the ajiproach- 
ing storm. Abdul Ilamid baa a profound 
resjiect for tho titieen, her letters to hiui 
being never witliout ellect. The lan- 
guage of Mr. Gladstone on the situation 
continues to be as vigorous as ever. Ho 
writes of the " shame and infamy we 
are undergoing at the hands of the as- 
sassin who sits on the throne at Con- 
stantinople," etc. According to the 
English newspapers "Abdul the 
Damned " is shaking on his throne to a 
greater degree than ever before, and 
alnioat everybody here expects that 
action of some sort will soon bo taken. 

The Si>ectator, conimenting upon the 
situation at Constaiitinoide, nays: "The 
world has been so saturated with Turk- 
ish horrors that it has lost all sense of 
their pro|)ortioii and regards the recent 
doings as regrettable street incidents, 
yet, in fact, the massacrea of last week 
were probably tho greatest in modern 
history, and one of the bloodiest deeds 
ill history has been committed in the 
face of Europe, and Europe can think of 
nothing better to do to punish 
the perpetrdtora th«n to keep 
their embassies dark upon the Sul- 
tan's fete day. If the powers would 
only agree, the IMiirijuia of Salisbury 
would doubtless use tho force of England 
tp punish tho perpetrator or tolerator of 
the maasacres. Really the boat course 
would be to partition Turkey, and, fail- 
ing in thia, why cannot the powers agree 
to depose the Sultan and place his 
brother or some other suitable person 
on the throne. In this way the status 
rjno would *be in'eserved and the Turks 
would be taught that Europe will not 
tolerate a regime of massacres and atro 
cities." 

The Spectator sees the impossibility of 
England acting alone in the Turkiah 
matter, but says that there is a ray of 
hope in tho Czar's coming visit to Queen 
Victoria at Balmoral, when, it trusts, 
"bo may bo con vi need that England 
will loyally back Russia in taking the 
lead in freeing ' Europe from the last 
remnant ot Turkish rule." The Specta- 



tor also says : " In tlie September niaesa- 
crea of tli« French revolution not one- 
fourth of the number slaughtered at 
Constantinople were killed, yet England 
sighs and does nothing." 

Tho Trades Union Congress of Great 
Britain opens at Edinburgh on Monday 
next and closes September 12. It is ex- 
pected that 360 delegates will be pres- 
ent, and the German trade societies will 
also be represented, fchoir delegate being 
HerrVonElm, a member of the cigar 
sorters' union and manager of. the Work- 
ers' Productive association of Hamburg. 
The American Federation of Labor sent 
over two delegatoa, Messrs. Straessor atul 
Sullivan. John Burns, Kier Hardioand 
Menry Broadhurat, the English labor 
agitators, who caused so much excite- 
ment at Cardiff last spring, will not at- 
toiul. 

An ofncial statement of the Gorman 
Minister of IJusbandry shows tht'.t there 
has been only a single case of the im- 
portation of American horseflesh re- 
ported, and stringent instructions havo 
bi^eu given to all the aothoritiea to re- 
port immediately any euch importation 
and to exclude American horse fleeh or 
live horses intended for food, at all 
ba/.arda. Kegatdiog pork, the reimrt 
saya that the American imporln ;iie 
closely watched and there havo beini 
several cases of <!vadiiig the legal pre- 
cautions taken. It ia noted, however, 
that no cases of trichinosis in American 
pork have been reported for a long time. 

The great German military paratlos 
preceding the big fall mano iivres have 
fairly begun. The Emperor and tho 
Iving of Saxony on Thursday reviewed 
the Saxon armv corps, numbering 60,000 
men, at Zeithain. These men compose 
tho eastern army. 

Dr. Lanpheld's conBum])tion specific 
"chinozine" is now admitted into gene- 
ral practice, and four of the leading 
hospital clinics of Viennaand the Impe- 
rial test institute of Berlin havo re- 
ported favorably upon it. 

The census of IS! 15 sliows that the per- 
centage of tlie farming poiiulation of 
Germany has shrunk from -Itljo to -12 
since 1882. On the other band the in- 
creaaoiii the number of persons em- 
ployed in the diilerent induatries is 30 
per cent., and in commerce 45 jier cent. 

The Governor of Gorman East 
Africa, Horr Leutwein, is cliiirged with 
incapacity in dealing with the hostile 
Ilercros and Hottentots, and all the 
oflicera and government employes un- 
der liim threaten to resign unless he is 
recalled.

Sifton (jtiietly to 
the Pope, to afcurc I 'ai)iil approval of 
the legisilntioii that Manitoba or Ottawa ' 
are tobea.sked to jiasa ;_'and to flourish 
that eudorsation before the people im- 
mediately they begin to mij'rmnr at the 
iion-fulUlraent of bis Qutiibec pledges in 
their entirety would ease his difficulty 
considerably. 

The Mail's Ottawa correspondent saya 
to-day that a Jialf hearted denial re- 
carding the governiiu'iit's appeal to 
Rome is published. It is as follows: 
" The report sent out from Ottawa that 
Mr. Laiirier had sent an emissary to 
Rouie to obtain the . sanction of His 
Holiness the Pope to a Bettlement of tho 
school (iiiostion is tlevoid of truth." 
Thia, it coiitinuea, denies much that 
vvas not stated. The statement 
made was that the Liberals were 
about to send aonicoiie, not 
that they had done so. The gentleman 
who was honored with the commission 
is still in tho country; he will leave 
next week, if present arrangements are 
carried out. 

CiiicouTiMi, Sept. 5. — The Bishop of 
Chicoutimi left yesterday for Borne. 

, Winnipeg, Sept. 5. — A reporter asked 
the ministers yesterday if there was any- 
thing in the Mail and Empire's story, 
to the effect that Mr. Laurier would ask 
the Pope's sanction to the proposed set- 
tletiieiit of the school question. The 
ministera aimply laughed, and said it 
was all buncombe. 

The local government was In session 
for several hours yesterday on the school 
question. When the council rose Hon. 
Mr. Sifton said to reporter: "All I 
have to say ia that wo have had the 
question under consideration. It seems 
likely that another conference will ho 
necessary before a conclusion is arrived 
at, but the indications are that a settle- 
ment will be reached." 

As to when the conference would take 
place or where Mr. Sifton would offer no 
Bugtiestion, and he did not think there 
would be any need of a special session of 
the legislature to consider the matter. 

Premier Greenway stated that there 
was a full nieetinir of the caiiinct, at 
which the settlement of the queation 
was discueeed. "It is hoped," said tho 
Premier, "that a settlement will bo 
reached, but before that it may be ne- 
cessary that a further conference take 
place with the Dominion government. 
If it is settled, I have nodoubtit will be 
on a basis (J uito satisfactory to the peo- 
ple of Manitoba."

IRISH NATIONAL POLITICS. 

The DiibUn Convention Oeclartd to Be tt- 
Failure— Mental Condition of 
the Prisoners. 

Lo.Niiox, Sept. 6. — ^The Irish National 
Convention in Dublin, which closed on 
Thursday, awoke only the faintest inter- 
est in England, and it must be admitted 
by the impartial observer that, as a 
means of promoting iiuify ia the Irish 
Iiarliatiientiiry iiarty, it was the biggest- 
failure on record and only stirved to 
widen the breaches existing among va- 
rious factions. Even Liberal newspapers 
which for years have had the cause of 
Ireland at'heart admit this. 

The Westminster Gazette, Liberal, 
thinks that as a result of the convention 
mono)' from abroad will flow into tho 
coffera of the DillotiiteH foi- a year or 
two. But, the (.ia^.eLte aeltls, " there can 
be no permanent supjiort outside of 
Ireland until there is a united Irish 
party, jind ot this there is not the ghost 
of a chance unless tho bishops and 
pricHtB take the liekl." 

In connection with the assertion that 
Irish political prisonerH had been driven 
insane by the hardships of convict 
life, it is interesting to note 
that the report of the government 
inspector of prisons not only 
flatly contradicts this assumption, but 
shows his satisfaction with tne prison 
manageinont, which would have pre- 
cisely the opposite effect. The report 
quotes figures to show that the number 
of iiisano prisoners decreasea with tho 
length of tlibir imprisonment, and that 
of tlio average daily population of .'5,^30 
convict ])riBoner8 for the year ending 
March 3lBt, there were 11 insane con- 
victs and only 27 deaths, all from natu- 
ral causes, among them.

An Iiumeuse Body of Free Milling 
Quartz Now Being: • 
Exploited. 



Mr. J. A. Lawrence Purchases 
Groui) of Claims ami Will 
Develop Them. 



Oa the Cowichau road, 17 niilea from 
Victoria and 5 miles froM the Gold- 
stream hotel, there ia au immense l)ody 
of free milling gold quartz, which 
though first discovered many years ero, 
has beea lying idle until the recent min- 
ing development of British Col- 
umbia has turned attention to 
it. Now the wonder is that 
for BO many years people while 
looking towards Kootenay and other 
placoa have allowed to go unnoticed a 
golden opportunity right liere in Vic- 
toria. 

Away back in 1859 considerable placer 
mining waa done on Goldatreara, Lciscli 
river and other streame in that didtrict, 
and no doubt it waa the Undine ol pieces 
of gold quartz in one of these streania 
that induced some of the miners to ])roa- 
pcct for quartz veins. Tlie result was 
the finding of thia great quartz ledge in 
a small creek, one of the tributaries of 
Goldatream. A tunnel was run in over 
100 feet on the ledge, which is well de- 
fined, running N.N.E. and S.S.W. This 
tunnel crosscuts the vein and some of 
the ore taken out was shipped down to 
San Francisco for testing. TheditUuul- 
ties of transportation in those days and 
the small knowledge then possessed of 
economically treating the ore, coupled 
with the cra::e that ensued for the coarse 
placer j^old of Cariboo, caused the mine 
to he abandoned. 

In 1881 .Tolin Dalby rediscovered the 
claim with the tunnel on It, but atLer- 
warda abandoned it. Aliout a year ago 
Mr. Ualby and the Snider brothers 
staked out several claims, including this 
tunnel, and about the same time iMr. A. 
0. Howe located the Howard mine on 
the same lead about a mile and a 
quarter west. 

Mr. J. A. Lawrence sent down an ex- 
pert to examine the properties staked by 
Mr. Dalby and his partners, and had a 
thorough examination made thia spring'. 
Out of 118 assays the lowest 
value be got out of the qu&rtz in the tun- 
nel or cuts was |6.60 in ^old with from 
one ounce to ten ounces in silver, while 
the highest ran up to $4.5.60 in gold. The 
result was that Mr. Lawrence bought 
out the interest of Mr. Dalby and hia 
partners and has now the sole ownership 
of the group of five claims, which he has 
named the Lawrence group. They 
consist of the \\'onder, Kate, Ho])e, 
Kdith and Stanley, and besides theae he 
has located eleven more claims, niakiiig 
sixteen in all. i\Ir. Lawrence says ho 
is more than pleased with the re.sult.s so 
far. The ledge on which are the

Steamship Off - the Central 
American Coast. 



Thoae who returned from the West 
Coast on the steamer Tees at noon yes- 
terday, baviug been with that vessel 
over tiie entire trip, enjoyed a deliglit- 
fal sea voyage. The comforts of a snug 
craft, warm and pleasaut weiither, a 
calm sea and splendid scenerj' furnislied 
iin ideftl [lutumnal outini;. In the sa- 
loon tlio Tees carried on her return : K. 
Anderson, J. Jakes, A. J. Beake, G. Cal- 
brick, F. S. Child, G Patterson, W. Dal- 
by, R, Mather, C. H. Kirkwood, Rev, 
Russell, J. Wilion, J. 11, Karvarno, R. 
Kontluil;;e, \V. Teesdale, A. riiihnoi'O, J. 
Smith, A. NVasaes, A. Eniond, R. An- 
sett, J. K. Sutton, J. C. AnderHou and 
wife, Mrs. Shore, Mrs. Lo^an, Misa 
Way, E. Wilkinson, Mrs. Wilkinson, 
T^Irs. Walton, IC. B. Hill, W. McDonald, 
F. Tubbs, J. Williams. Nootkii was the 
farthest northern point visited by the 
Tees, and there, as also at Clayoqaot, no 
salmon of any consequence had been 
secured. The steamer passed the seized 
schooner Beatrice off Soolce harbor. The 
latter, as also the Ainoka, had landed 
her Indian crew at lleaquiot, the two 
beinp becalmed in the Straits. The Tees 
leaves for tlie Xorth this evening to 
bring back a load ot salmon. 

I.N A DA-NQKUOUS PLACE. 

Still in the Straits was the last report 
received of the seized sealing schooners 
Ainoka nnd fieatrlce last night and the 
location of the latter was then far from 
pleasant. The pilot sloop whicli was 
out near the Race spoke her off the little 
island in a most dangerous predicaaient. 
She had her anchors down and was en- 
deavoring to hold on Hj^ainst a strong 
ilooil tide and fresh breeze. Those who 
were on board the pilot sloop offered to 
send out a tup to her rescue, but tlie 
skipper of the Beatrice refused the olTer, 
tliinkini: that he would safelj' get out of 
his awkward position. The Ainoka 
took up anchoring quarters off the outer 
wharf and will bts in port this morning. 
It had been expected that she would 
have arrived in jjort yesterday morning. 

.\i,aska'.s coal minus. 
Wednesday's Call savs : "The l)ark 
Theobald t-ails to-day for Coal Hj-v, 
Alaska. She will take up twenty miners 
to reinforce the gang already tliere, and 
will bring back about 2,000 tone of the 
black diamonds. This will be the second 
trip of the bark to the mines. On the 
last occasion she broaght down 800 tons 
of coal, and it sold so readily that the 
owners have determined to develop tlie 
property. Over 120,000 tons of coal will 
be sold in Ahifka lliis year. All the 
canneries and u'lvertinnMit v-'ssels, the 
Treadwell niiiicH and llie. mines of the 
Alaska ConinuMcial company will be 
supplied, and Sitka and Juneau will be 
regular customers." 

RICH SALVAQB FIND. 

The British tramp steamship Linlith- 
gow, reported as drifting off the Central 
American coast, with her machinery in 
a helplesf condition, will prove a rich 
find for some vessel. The Linlithuuw is 
a comparatively new eteel steamer of 
2,0-11 toiiH net register, and coat to build, 
in l.Slll, nver ^100,000. She has a cargo 
of "Jli.OUO centals of barley v<ilued at 
$70,000. She was the lirst of the steam 
grain fleet to leave ttie Bay city, and 
received the top fiRure, 30 shillings. 

MAHINE NOTES. 

Two large freight steamships are en 
route from ,'apau for the 0. R. &. N. 
Company, and tiie lirst to arrive, the 
Ohittagoiig, ebould reach Portland in 
about a week from now- The other is 
the MoiuiKjutiibbiro, which left Yoko- 
hama on S(!i)teniber 1. 

The steamer Miowera sails for tropical 
and Southern lands on Tuesday. She 
will have a full load of freight, including 
some large shipments from the .Sound, 
which have, it is understood, been taken 
to Vancouver. 

The 0. P. R. steamship Empress of 
China, which is to carry on her outward 
voyage Li Hung Chang, will leave here 
a week from to-morrow. 

The Angeles, of Seattle, came in from 
the Sound yesterday for 11 tons of 
powder, which she secured at Telegraph 
Bay.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

To-morrow is Labor's holiday. It is 
only right that one day in the year 
should be set apart in honor of Labor. 
The debt which tlie world owes to-Lnbor 
ia incaludhiblo. Nature iiae aluioat every- 
where been bountiful, butheri;ift3 would 
go to waste if men did not work to avail 
theinaelves of them. This is what the 
great mass of mankind has been doing 
ever since man first appeared on tliis 
earthly scene. Men very soon found 
out that if they wanted anything good 
they must work for it. They liave 
been working, and wluit woiuiera 
have been wrought by their labor 
labor of the hand and labor of liie head ! 
Both kinds of labor were necessary to 
make the earth a fit abode for man and 
to maintain him upon it in comfort. Tlie 
lliinker and the miuiunl laboref are as 
noceyfiary to each other aa the hand is to 
the head. It is the merest folly for one 
to bo jealous of the other. IJoth are 
entitled to honor and both should Iju re^ 
membered on Labor Day. 

It is unfortunate tlmt in tliese days 
men who conaider themBelves the friends 
of mankind think it to be their duty to 
set class against class— to do their best 
to cause the men who labor with their 
hauda to bo diaaatisfled. They do what 
they can to make what they call tlie 
woi'l<;in_L;m;iii the antagoniat of all other 
elasaea. They tell him that he ia ill- 
uaed, that others reap where he has 
sovrn, and that he geta but a very sma 
shBre of the (ruita of his labor. Capita 
they represent as tile enemy of Luboi 
as always on the lookout to take ad- 
vantage of Labor ana to deprive it of 
what in justice it ought to have and to 
enjoy. 

Labor in British Culuinbia has before 
it an object lesson on the relations be- 
tween Capital and Labor which all would 
do well to study closely and 
intelligently. It is now known 
that there is great wealth in 
the monntaina and rocks of this 
Province. The \vorkint;man, whorepre- 
aeiita Labor, atanda by and looks wist- 
fully and longinf^ly at the mountains and 
rocka known t) contain the precious 
metals. He miy ^ hungry and his 
family may be in need of the neceasariea 
of life, but he can derive no benefit from 
the gold which ho ia told aljounds in 
those mountains and thoae rocka. Why? 
He ia not lazy; ho is not stiqiid ; he 
is able and willing to work. His 
muscular strength and his intelligence 
are of nouaeto him. The gold might 
as well be at the Antipodes as within a 
stone's throw of him, for all the ad- 
vantage it is to him. Ho cannot <,'ot 
a pennyweight of it without e.xpensivo 
machinery, without the help of 
other workingmen, and without food 
to keep him and his family alive until 
the gold is mined and smelted. What 
he needs before he can go to work is 
money — capital. Capital must bo had 
or gold must remain in the rocks un- 
used until the end of the world. With- 
out tliat capital tho workingman under 
these circumstances ia aa helpless as a 
child. 

But help is at hand. An intelligent 
aod^enterpriaing man who knows of the 
existence of the gold takes specimens of 

the ore, say to Victoria. He tells the 
citizens of the find ho lias made, and 
offers them a share in the produce of the 
mine if they will supply Jdni 
with tho money to work it. The 
ofTor induces not ippiBjman sbnt scores 
of mon, who are not what are called 
capitalists but who have saved a little 
money, to take an interest in; the mining 



venture, and aufflcient money is raised 
to ' coramence^ operations;" He ia em- 
ployed at fair w^Tlea'to sinlc'a'Bljaff ' arid 
to do other work connected with the 
mine. He runs no risk. He ia paid his- 
wages every week or every month aa the 
case may l)e, and wliother the mine pays 
or does not pay he gets his living out of 
it, as l(Mig as tb& work goes on. 

It ia very dififerent with the men— some 
p£ tbem poor enough no doubt— who- 
have invested their savings in the mine.. 
They may have to wait years before 
tliey geta dividend, or after waiting they 
may find that they will get nothing at 
all; that the money invested nud ivll 
the gold taken out of the mine have gone 
to pay expenses — that it has all gone to 
pay workingmen of one kind and an- 
other, and that there ia nothing left for 
tiieni. In tliia case who is tho bettor ofl", 
the capitalist or the workinuman? And 
even when the mine piiya more than ex- 
penses the investor's share is not often 
more than a fair interest on his mwiey. 

And this is the history of by far the 
greater number of investmenta.. The 
inveatora are not bloated capitalists but 
prudi^nt workinsinien and women who 
liave saved a little nioiiey, or widows 
and orjihans wlioae inhuritanco has been 
invested for them in mining or other 
sto?k, or shopkeepers or professional men 
of a speculative turn of mind, who for 
tho sake of a good dividend have in- 
veated their savinga in joint stock con- 
cerns. Tliuir money has given omploy- 
ment to Labor which baa been sure of 
its reward ; hut it has depended upon 
the vicissitudes of business and tho 
honesty of busineaa men whether 
the return for their investment is 
t;reat or small, or whether it ia 
aunk never to be seen again. It 
should not ba forgotten that a very 
great proport ilia of the money inveatml 
in industries that give continuous em- 
ployment to labor is owned by persona 
of the classes we have named, none of 
whom rank aa capitalists. 

Then, in tho case of the capitalist pro- 
perly so-called, who invests his millions 
in gold minea or in other induatrii 
ter])rise8, whether his venturea succeed 
or not, ho givea L>nii)loymeiit to la-f;e 
numbers. Money ie continually piieaing 
through his hands to be used by Wn 
and women who take none of the 
risks, 01 feel the annoyances, the dis- 
appointments, or the cares of business. 
In fact tho capitalist is simply 
the clianiiL'l thronKli which money runs 
to the non-capitalist classes. .Soinetiniei; 
lie incrensea hia capital by his busineaa 
entorpriscB, and sometimes he decreases 
it. The average return is generally in 
these days very modest indeed. 

A little thought must convince the in- 
telligent man that the demagogues' de- 
nunciations of capitalists are generally 
mischievous nonsense. Capital ia needed 
to enable the people of a country to de 
velop its resources, and the capitalist is, 
80 far from being an enemy of the work 
ingman, his very best friend. The capi 
taliets, for instance, who are supplying 
tho money to develop the gold fields of 
this Province are, whether they intend to 
to bo or not, liie ijenefactora of the work 
ingjclaaa, and ordinarily they are, as men, 
worthy of the respect and esteem of those 
to whom they directly or indirectly 
give employment.

Tho promises af tho Grits to be econo- 
mical have been many and tliey have 
been omphatic.

They have, too, promised to revise 
the tariff with the view of lessening the 
Ijiirdens whicli the people will have to 
bear. But declarations made by Jlr. 
Tarto make- it very doubtful indeed 
wbotherthe Government intend to cirry 
out their pnomises» The Montreal Ga- 
zette says: 

Le Cultivatear, which is Mr. Tarte'a 
paper, expresses the opinion that it will 
take millions of dollars to put the pabn 
lie works of the country in the state in 
which they should be. It alao hopea 
tba', tlie M'inister of Public Worka, who 
ia Mi\ Tarte, will inform tlie jjublic ol 
the facta, so that opinion may bo formed 
HO ;\a to ensure the taking of the stepa 
necessary to correct tho faulta. There 
ia Hot nnicli doubt that, in reaponso to 
the opininn of SI) inlluential a journal, 
tho able Minister will see tliat what ia 
required will be done to make the ex.- 
penditure lively. 



THE GOLD DEMOCRATS. 

Tho Indianajiolis platform contains 
the creed of the Gold Democrats raoder 
ately and clearly expressed. It con 
demns the declarations of the Chicago 
convention aa unsound and un-Demo- 
cratic. The Democratic [uirty, it says, 
" has survived many defeats but luin 
not Kurvivc a victory won in behalf of 
the doctrine and policy proclaimed ii 
its name at Chicago." It of course de 
nouiices the policy of protection. The 
Democrats are free traders or rather the 
advocates of a tariff for revenue only. It 
staiuls up staunchly for the goldstandard. 
"The expel icncc of mankind," it says 
" lias shown that by its natural 
clualitiea gold is the nocessary money of 
tho largo a Hairs of commerce and bus 
ness, while silver ia conveniently adapt-

Among tlioae who came down from 
Alberni yeatei-diiy on the Tees were Mr. 
"Wm. Dalby, who baa been viaitine the 
nines at Mineral Hill ; F. T. Child, one 
of the owners of the Duke of York hy- 
draulic claim ; andOhriatian Frank, who 
has been pro3|)eeting on Bear river. Mr. 
Frank and several associatea bnvo staked 
out ten hydnvulii; luasua on Bear river. 
The gravel carries coarse gold and pros- 
pects well and there is plenty of water 
for hydraulicing and fall enough for a 
good dump. 

Moat encouraging iiowa as to mining 
progress comes from Alberni. Some 
splendid quartz from the Ace of Spades 
was sent down on the Tees to Mr. Henry 
Saunders. It ia from the shaft on the 
mine which has now reached a depth of 
26 feet. The ore holds out na rich as 
ever, tlio quartz carrying Isolb co])])er 
and freehold. Mr. Snuiulors broke oil' a 
Bmull piece weighing about an ounce and 
a half and liorned it out with tlio roaiill 
of fifty or sixty colors. 

On the Allierni claim on jNIinoral 
the bottom of the shaft has now hoen 
tapped by the upraise from the tunnel 
■ and the ore ia found to be just as good an 
ever, samples brought down showing 
free gold plainly visible to the naked 
eye. Men are now busy hauling up the 
boiler and machinery for the stamp mill 
and putting them in position near De 
Beaux' hotel on Mineral creek. The 
new wagon road that baa been surveyed 
to the mine runs up by the Minnie, 
Mountain Hose, Halifax, Last Chance, 
and within a short distance of the Ace 
of Spades strikes the level ground near 
the top of the hill, and then riina almost 
level to the Champion and the Alberni. 
A survey for a wire tramway haa also 
been made from the Alberni. Thu work 
of developing the mine will go on as 
quickly as jjosaible, the intention being 
to sink on the shaft. Diamond drills 
and other machinery are now at tiie 
landing at Alberni waiting to be hauled 
up to tlie mine. 

On the Champion, close by and owned 
by George Brown and Ci. A. Kirk, an 
open cut ia being run that shows the 
lead to be 110 feet wide with a very rich 
pay streak of free milling ore. 

The Jlineral Hill Mining Company 
have run in a cut, un the Norlliern Light 
which aiijnina Uie Missing Link and is a 
continuation of the Allierni vein. The 
ore ia of tlie same rich cliaraeter as the 
Alberni. As anticipated some time ago 
it haa been discovered that the Alberni 
lead continues over into the Yellowstone 
creek. 

The Mountain Rose on IVIineral hill 
has the tunnel in over 30 feet, the in- 
tention being to strike the lend 
which crops out some distance further 
up the hill side. Jn running this tun- 
nel a second vein haa been croescutand 
it is expecteil that the main lead will be 
struck m the next thirty feet, 

Capt. Salmon is having a tunnel driv- 
en on the I X L, which lies on the enat 
side of the hill, and the Pacific Consoh 
dated Co. have let a contract to run a 
tunnel in on the Minerva Casad and 
Happy Day mines. The Haopy Day 
ledge can be traced for 3,000 feet and is 
5 to 15 feet wide on top. The tunnel ia 
to be run 400 feet below on the hiil- 
side. 

Over on Douglas mountain, which lies 
south of Mineral creek, is the Kegiiia 
group of clairaa owned by Messrs. llove- 
laque, McKinnon and others. A shaft 
is being sunk in the lead, which 
is 100 feet wide on to]), and 
assays of .flOO have been had. 
The property is a most promising one, 
owing to the immense size of the ledge 
and the fine looking quartz that has 
already been taken out. 

As soon as the Minerva Caaad shaft is 
in 25 feet a ton of theoreis to be crnahed 
- and milled for a teat, and the asaays 
alreaily obtained prove that the returns 
should be highly satisfactory. 

Mr. Child had with him a sample of a 
new find made by .Sam Darr, William 
Poole and \V. Williams near Clayoquot. 
They discovered a big lend rich in cop- 
per pyrites and staked out several 
claims. The sample brought down 
is very rich in copper and will 
probably assay well in gold. On tlie 
way down the steamer stopped at the 
mouth of the Sarita river for a short 
time, and while there Mr. Child heard 
that the ore in the tunnel on the Sarita 
mine was improvins! every foot. 

At the Duke of York hydraulic claim 
on China creek the gravel in the creek 
bed where the new set of sluices have 
been laid prospects well, though it will 
be a montli yet before the best gravel in 
that part is reached.

Whereas the Council of the City of Victoria 
deem it necessary and requisite for the protec-

X Hhould there be any foot passengers on any

Pigares Giving tlie Membersliip and 
Cost of Operating in Eleven 
Years. 



About tliis time last year we coniiiiUd 
and published ii record covering a period of 
ten or eleven years, of thirty-three .Vasess- 
mcnt Life Inauranco aasociationa This 
year we are able to add one more year's 
figures to all of these, except the United 
Brethren Jlutiial Aid Society, of Bethle- 
hem, renii. This was about the oldest 
assessment society in existence, but its race 
is run-r-run out, so to speak. Its otlicers 
were of axcellont character, and with a 
monthly paper as a medium of coiuiiunii- 
cation with their ineinbi-M-ship, and u large 
corps of agents, the society was held to- 
gether many years longer than would have 
been for the best interest of its iiealtliv and 
badly-deluded members. It is now in the 
hands of a receiver, aiul, l)eiii^ a imit.ual 
company, those of its reuuiiniiij; meiniiers 
who own .mything worth looking after will 
lllid themselves heavily assessed, aceonling 
to law, until the last dollar of death losses 
is met. 

The following' thirty-lhrce tables {.-ivc iii- 
foriiiatioii eoncerning I'oiir thinf;.-<; 1st, the 
iKiiiie of eacli suciety ; lind, tlie yi'ar it eiiiii- 
iiR'iuieil o])eratiii{,' ; .'iril, the number iiC 
members at the close of each year from 
1884 or 1885 to 18!)5 inclusive; and 4th, the 
cost to its members of each $1,000 of risk 
carried during each of the eleven or twelve 
vears. 

And again, as before, the column lieadeil 
" Cost per .fl.CKXl," has an ailditioii made to 
the net cost of $1.00 for each .'jil.OUil, to rep- 
resent the probable working axpeiises u( the 
society. Some of them, no doubt, pay out 
more.'and some less, than $ l.dO prr :f 1 .000 
in exiienscs, according to whether they 
have entrance fees ami doctors' fees, aiid 
monthlv or qinirterly dues paid or not paid 
by the "entrants, soparately from tlio so- 
ciety's accounts. Our object is to make 
that column show the death losses from 
year to year, sujiposing the e.vpenses to be 
a uiiilbrin amount in each association.

PABTY LEADERSHIP. 

Pre-Eralnent Fitness of Sir Charles Tupper 
- Mr. Lauder's Great Achievement in 
OonsolIdatinK the Liberals. 

(From the Ottawa Journal, Independent.) 

As to the leadership of the Conser- 
vative party, there can bo no doubt of 
the pre-eminent fitness of Sir Charles 
Tupper. Ho was successful as a leader 
in his younger days, and retains much of 
tlie fire and force which distinguished 
him wlieu he measured swords 
wiih the Nestor of his native 
province, the Hon. Joseph Howe 
111 nnotiiur respect, not- so ap- 
liarenttothe ordinary observer, he has 
shown his capacity. On more than one 
occasion he has shown what a liigh 
authority has declared one of the best 
proofs of leadint; ability — a willingness 
to serve in a position inferior to that to 
wiiicli liid jjeiiius and character entitled 
bim to asiJiit'. Hut, perhai).s, tlie moat 
valualjle ol his (|nalilications arises from 
liis long association with the grealcat 
master of political tactics tliat 
cvi-r graced the political arena in tliis 
or any other country. .Slioiild he 
apply the lessons, whicli he uudoulited- 
ly learned during those years of associa- 
tion, in a practical way, and he tioes n{jt 
lack either will or power to do so, he 
may yet make himself a formidable an- 
tagonist to l,he younger man who has 
risen to the leadership of the Liberal 
party. This is an era of grand old men, 
and there is no/reason why Sir Charles 
Tupjier should not emulate tlie career of 
men whose nanies will readily occur to 
all. I'^ven five years, should this parlia- 
ment live out its allotted lime, 
will find him, if he lives 
as wo all hope he may, younger 
than some men who still hold couimitnd' 
ing places in the estimation of the world 
Leadership is an inherent quality. The 
fact that its successful exercis^ depends 
most on the jiower of self-restraint dur- 
ing the formative period of life show 
that it comes from ii rare combination of 
gifts. Patience, self-repression, the 
power to sacrifice the present 
to the future, while nursing and 
developing the spirit of self-re 
liance in the management of men 
always impatient of control and fre- 
quently arrogant in assertion of what 
they consider their rights, are founded 
on qualities which must bo born in a 
man; they cannot Ije acfpiired. We 
have had leaders in ('aiiadian j)ublic 
life who failed, not from lack of ability, 
but because they were Nvanting in tact 
and that peculiar endowment vaguely 
descrilied as personal nuignetism. 

Mr. Laurior, with whom the leader of 
the Conservative party, wlioever he may 
be, will have to coiiteinl, has displayeil 
some of the highest ipialities of leader 
ship as chief of the opposition. It re- 
mains to be seen \ylieiher he can be 
equally good as the head of a party in 
power. Men who, under the tribula 
tions of adversity, display heroic forti- 
tude are often unable to stand pros- 
perity. Those wbo fail in this way 
are victims of that by no means un 
common disease familiarly known as 
" big head," or, if they have not been 
intoxicated by success, their failure 
is owing to defects of temper or to the 
discovery of their unfitness. When Mr 
Laurier was chosen leader of the Liberal 
party the fact was eoinowhat of a sur- 
prise to outsiders. He was not much 
known outside parliamentary cin-les 
.Sir John Macdonald, however, had taken 
his measure and predicted a brilliant 
future for him long before he was spoken 
of as leader of bis party. Time and 
events nave demonstrated the wisdom 
of his selection. He asaumed the leader- 
ship ut the darkest hour of the fortunes 
of Liberalism in Canada. The party 
was disorganized, without a policy 
and without cohesion. Mr. Blake 
in leaving it gave it a kick, 
from the elFects of which it seem- 
ed unable to recover. lint Mr. Laurier 
tfxjk his position with judicial calmness 
He let the dead past bury its dead, turn 
ed to the future with hope, and, gradu 
ally, by his genius for organization, his 
tact, his caracity for iinwcaring applica- 
tion to work and his personal magnet- 
ism, exercised with e(iual success on 
masses of people as upon individuals. In 
consolidated hia party, infused new life 
in it, and in the end carried it to victory 
This alone was a great achievement, but 
he will have achieved much greater if he 
weathers the storms gathering on the 
skyline of his future. 

LI HUNG CII.ANU DKl'AKTS. 

The Chinese Ambassador starts on Hi 
Lorii; Journey for the i'acific Coast. 

Wasiiinqton, Sept. 5. — Practically 
Li Hung Chang took hia leave of the 

great Western republic as the sun set 

this evening, for while he will still be 
for IS hours within the lioundaries of 
the United States, all of tliat 
time will be spent on train 
living towards the Camuiian frontier. 
Tlie day was a disappointment so far as 
the \voather was concerned, The party 
left the Arlington about half piUil five 
and drove direct to the Pennsylvania 
station. At G o'clock the start was madi! 
for Niagara Falls, where representatives 
of the Canadian government will under- 
tako to escort the ambassador to the 
Pacific Coast. 



The Queen having intimated, through 
the Home Secretary, h^r wish that any 
celebration of the fact that she will have 
reigned longer than any other English 
sovereign on September 23 nest, should 
be postponed until she shall havoactual- 
Iv been spared to com|)lete the sixtieth 
year of her reign, the London Times 
Dublishes an article in ^yhich it says: 
It is certain that, in any case, the com- 
pletion of a reign of sixty years would 
call out such a celebration, and it is just 
as well that this should not be anticipat- 
ed and therefore weakened. The .Tubilee 
was an event so spontaneous and so 
splendid, it was in every sense of the 
tei in se lirilliant a success, tliat a repe- 
tition of it, if by a hajiyy lortune it is to 
be repeated, must at least be lixed for 
an occasion which will strike the popu- 
lar imagination. There would be 
a certain gracelessness, a certain 
air of competition, if what we were 
asked to • celebrate was the fact 
that the tiueon had lived, as Sovereign, 
a day longer than her grandfather. 
There is no such objection to celebrat 
ing a sixlietli aiini versai v. It will hi 
remembered that the Prime .Minister, in 
replying to a question of Lord Braye, 
suggested that tht^ pul)lic holiday should 
be lixed lor the next anniversary of Her 
Majesty's birthday, but this was avow- 
edly a tentatiyu suggestion, anil the 
tjueen's cwn preference for the time 
when she shall have "actually complet- 
ed a reign of sixty years " is intelligible, 
and will be gener.dly approved. Among 
other considerations, there is the fact 
that June 20 or L'l is almost exactly 
midsummer, and in the full London 
season. London is at that moment the 
real capital of the Empire, .antl that is 
the date at which an Imperial idStival 
can best be celebrated in LiOndon. 

But though the public celebration of 
this ereat event may wisely be deferred, 
the sense of tlie blessings and benefits 
that have come with the (.Queen's loni; 
reign is even now most actively present 
to millions of her subjects. People are 
again thinking the thoughts which were 
in their minds at tlie .hibilee, except 
that their grateful retrospect is ten 
years longer. They are reflecting, in 
the first place, that this Empire has for 
more than forty years been at peace 
with the other (Jreat Powers of the 
world, many and arduous as have been 
its "little wars." They are reflecting, 
in the next place, that the great and 
inevitable cbaogea which have trans- 
formed our Constitution from a monar- 
chical oligarchy to a monarchical demo- 
cracy have been accomplished without 
violence, without a moment's iiiterru))- 
tion of the normal course of thihgs, 
and with an amount of political give- 
and-take, that has i)rovetl once more, 
and in the most striking way, the ex- 
traordinary aptitude of our race for self- 
government. They are reflecting, to- 
gether with these things, upon those 
broad material facts which are so fam- 
iliar that they have become thecomnion- 
placea of the journals ; the increase of 
popidation, at home and throughout the 
colonies and dependencies of the Em- 
pire, of wealth, of comfort, and of gen- 
eral well-being which are none the less 
imlisjuitable for tlie sad truth that "the 
poor we have always with us," and the 
yieious and the criminals also. 

With the thought of these develop- 
ments of population and wealth comes 
that of the means which have made them 
possible, and which, more than anything 
else, mark out these sixty years from all 
other such periods— those- new means of 
communication which have absolutely 
revolutionized the conditions of exist- 
ence. In 1837, wealthy, orderly and re- 
spected as England was, in material civ- 
ilization it difTered as much from tlie 
I'lngland of to-day as it dillered from tln^ 
lOngland of Charles the Secmid. The 
railway, the steamer and the teletrrapli, 
which are tlie daily necessities of our 
niniiern existem^e, and which CDiuiition 
our whole life and thought, eitlierdid 
not (jxist or were in their infancy. That 
they and a mass of other material ele- 
ments of civilization, have taken such 
strides forward is a jiroof and symntom 
of another change — of the ciiumikius 
growth of natural knowledge, of the 
scientific discovery and co-ordination of 
the facts of the world ; an increase 
wlii('h, on the other side, has done nuicli 
to transform ideas. 

Is it necessary to dwell on such kin- 
dred matters hp the spread of popular 
education; the cheapening of literature, 
good as vvell as bad, permanent as well 
as ephemeral ; tlie softtmingof manners; 
the increase of ainusemeiitH, and of thii 
care bestowed on the pleasures of the 
iieople; the more rational way of look- 
intr at life, the greater tolerance— ex- 
cept Ejierhaps in party newspapers— of 
each other's opinions? A nation which 
can look back on these things as the 
achievements of a single reign can as- 
surerlly not be blamed if It thinks them 
matter for thankfulness and national 
pride. 

Many of these marks of progress, how- 
ever, are common to us and to all the 
world, and it W(nild be absurd to claim 
the sole credit for them. Still more ab- 
surd would it bo to say that any modern 
sovereign, howi^ver excejitional and 
however admirahb', could be the source 
and prime motor of such things as the 
scientific advance of a country. Tlio 
davs are gone by for paying suc'h Eliza- 
bethan conipliments ; they would neither 
please nor be believed. 

But it would be at least as great a 
mistake to suppose that the i)ersoiial 
character of tlio Sovereign counts for 
little, or that the (Jueoii has had little 
to do with the steady and uninterrupted 
Tni-: bartender of the Russ House got ' development, imlitical and moral, llial

roughly measure the political value of 
such a character, bucIi a temper, and 
such a career as the Queen's. Imagine 
along continuance in power of anv of 
Her Majesty's tiucles — even of William 
IV, the most kindly of them all 1 A long 
reign of such a kind, in times bo critical 
aa those irom 1840 to 1870, would have 
been a grave misfortune^ in th^ Queen's 
case it has been an unmixed blessing. 

Taking at eyery outsefca perfectly cor- 
rect view of l^erMCODBtittitiQnal'poBition 
and duties, aided' Wlth^e'itraoVdinary 
ability and zeal by the Prince Consort, 
she has consistently been, not a hind- 
rance, but the greatest possible lieli) to 
her ministers in their bard task of guid- 
ing " the weary Titan " to its goal. Her 
Majesty's actual experience of public af- 
fairs is greater than that of any of her 
actual or ]iossiblo advisers; how could 
it bo otherwise, when she lias been serv- 
ed by Melbourne, !)y Peel, by Palmers- 
ton, by Disraeli, as well as by eminent 
men now living? And if this is the case 
with domestic aflairs, it must' not be for- 
gotten that in the monarchical system 
of Europe a Sovereign has of necessity 
an internatiibnal poaitio^ as well. With- 
out exaggerating the efiisct of family 
alliances upon international politics, we 
may still assume that it counts for some- 
thing that the Queen of England is 
grandmother of the German Emperor 
and of the Empress of Russia. 

That this ridationshii) is no sinecure, 
that Her Majesty is constantly referred 
to by her descendants all over Eurojie 
in those diflicult family <|uestioiis that 
must so freijiunit ly arise, is well known. 
It is well known also, in those who c;ire 
to inform tlieiiisi'lvcs, that in many other 
ways the l.iiiei.'ii is, as the phrase runs, 
the hardi'st-w orked woman in her do- 
niinioiiH, working with her secretaries 
till past niiLlniglit, and l)i-giiiniiig again 
betimee in the morning. She never 
shirks, and she never grumbles. The 
work is taken as a simple duty, and it is 
done as a matter of course, though tlH^ 
natural infirmities of ago for some 
years have been making themselves felt.

GOLUWIX SMITH'S IDEA. 

Lord Aberdeen's Position in Regard to llie 
Balance of Power In the Senate. 

Gokhvin Smith having been recently 
interviewed in regard to the constitu- 
tional aspect of the Aberdeen-Tupper 
controversy is rejiortetl to have said : 

"lam afraid Lord Aberdeen has in 
some respects taken ground which it 
will not be very easy to hold as regards 
the balance of power in the Senate and 
political appointment of the judiciary, 
but of course the Tupper government 
was in an exceptional position. It bad 
never had the supjiort of iiarliameiit nor 
had it been sustained by popular vote 
and if Lord .•\berdL''en bad said 'under 
the circumstances since your govern- 
liient has been defeated at the polls I 
must limit you to reconimeiidatioiis ab- 
solutely required by the i)ublic service,' 
I do not think anyone could have at- 
tacked his [losition. The weakness of 
Ilia position ia that he introduced ques- 
tions of the balance of power in the 
senate and appointment of judiciary. 

We have one precedent in English 
history that I can remember. Of course 
there is no use going back for conatitu- 
tio'nal precedents much further than the 
bejjiiining of this century for English 
IKirliamentary practice was not very 
well settled until that time. But within 
the jieriod that has olajised since then 1 
recall no case exactly similar to this 
one. The ditliculty is that the Tiipiier 
government iifiver had either jiarlia- 
mentary or elective basis and under 
tli(>se circumstances the Ciovernor-Geii- 
eral might have limited its recommenda- 
tions unless we assume that he is at all 
times bound to accept the recommenda- 
tions of the ministry, and that conten- 
tion would be hard to hold. 

Dr. Smith here repeated that Lord 
Abftrdeen's mistake was in referring to 
the balance of power in the Senate and 
in political appointment of the judiciary 
wliicli wcrt! Ill) i-onccni of liis, ami luld- 
ed i "The ( lovcrnor-l ieiierars actimi 
was probably right Ijiit be placed it on 
weak and nnteiiable grounds," 

Having thus dealt with this point 
Prof. Smith, in the course of further 
conversation spuke of the qncsticui 
raised as to wiiethcr the Governor-( ien- 
eral's action might lie ilisciissed in [lar- 
liaiiieiit in which connection the l)o(-tor 
observed: " It can be discussed in par- 
liaiiient if the incoming government as- 
sumes responsibility for Lord Aberdeen's 
act. In 1833 without any adverse vote 
against it a Governor -dismissed a weak 
government of that dav, and I suppose 
that act could not have been discussed in 
parliament unless the incoming govern- 
ment had assumed responsibility for the 
act as constructively its own, and just so 
if the Laurier ailiiiinistration assumes 
responsibility of the Goveruor-tienerar 
act it may be discussed in parliament.' 
Dr. Siiiitli addi'd this impoitant sen 
fence : Otherwise tlie opposition muy, 
if it chooses, appeal to the home govern 
ment."
